San Francisco, 
Calif.« July 3.— 
Capturing the biggest portion of the 
New Jersey and New York v otes on 
the sev enth ballot. Gov ernor Cox of 
Ohio 
mov ed up into second plaee, 
with \V. G. MeAdoo in the lead, in 
the presidential nominee balloting: of 
the democratic conv ention here to­ 
day. 
Cox grained 68 in New York and 
25 in New Jersey. 
The unofficial 
total of the leaders on this ballot 
was McAdoo 384, Cox 29 54 and P al­ 
mer 267 
The Ohioan’s 
sensational, spurt 
was marked by a big demonstration. 
The conv ention, ready to continue 
balloting for a presidential nominee, 
went into session at 9 :47 a. m. to­ 
day. 
Following two inefficient bal­ 
lots, last night, there was a tense 
and an expectant atmosphere pre­ 
v ailing in the big auditorium. 
The order of business prov ided for 
the nomination of a 
v ice-presiden­ 
tial candidate immediately after the 
n a mint: of the head of the ticket. 
There 
was a lot of 
confusion 
while Robinson roared 
for order. 
The galleries were still only partial­ 
ly filled as the session started. 
It 
was ev ident that 
aH the delegates 
had not yet 
arriv ed. 
The Rev . 
James L. Gordon of the First Con­ 
gregational church of San Francis­ 
co deliv ered the inv ocation. 
After the prayer came the mighty 
tones of the organ pealing the “ Star 
Spangled Banner" 
as 
the 
great 
throng stood singing. 
Cummings read

son's reply to the message of greet­ 
ing sent him 
by

conv ention. 
There was a tense silence, delegates 
leaning eagerly forward 
in

seats a s Cummings started

Wilson predicted “ v ictory after v ic­ 
tory" for Hie paYty and was a short 
hurst of handclapping, principally on 
the floor.

hav e accorded leadership

gratitude and pride". 
The hand struck up “ flail to the

Vance McCormich said after the 
first ballot today that it looked like 
a deadlock.
